Planning Talks With Soviets in 6 Months 
French Regret Firing on Soviet Plane

PARIS (AP» — The government 
today termed French air force in­ 
terception of Soviet President Le­ 
onid Brezhnev’s plane a regretta­ 
ble incident and promised an in­ 
vestigation. 
Lower level officials in Algiers 
charged a jet fighter fired warn­ 
ing shots at the plane over the 
Mediterranean Thursday because 
the Soviets violated flight plahs.

Morocco,' replied hotly that 
the 
French charges were pure inven­ 
tion. 
The Foreign Ministry issued a 
statement say ing an investigation 
of the “ regrettable incident’’ had 
been ordered. 
Mo re Serio us View 
The spokesman would make no 
further comment but it appeared 
the government here viewed the 
incident far more seriously than 
did French authorities in Algeria.

that the incident took place in the 
early

when th£ Soviet Ily ushin IS turbo­ 
prop was fly ing over the Mediter­ 
ranean en route to Rabat. 
A P'rench twin-jet Vulture fight­

ahead of the plane. It was one of 
three sent out, said P'rench offi­ 
cials in Algiers. 
Cha rg e Ro ute Vio la ted 
Algiers military authorities to­ 
day issued a communique charg­ 
ing that the Soviet plane was fly ­ 
ing south of its announced rout in 
an irregular manner which “ made 
verification necessary .’’

accused the Soviets of violating 
custom by failing to notify the 
P'rench that Brezhnev was aboard. 
No Ra dio Co nta ct 
Warning bursts were fired only 
because the Soviets violated regu­ 
lations by refusing to make radio 
contact with the intercepting fight­ 
ers, the communique said. 
A Soviet communique issued in 
R.abat, Morocco, where Brezhnev 
stopped on the way to an official 
visit to Guinea, said the four-en­ 
gine turboprop plane messaged Al­ 
giers when the first French Vul­ 
ture fighter jet appeared. 
The message asked Algiers to 
recall its plane, the message was

and

shooting 
was broken off, the communique 
said.

The two communiques disagreed 
about the flight plan submitted in 
advance. 
The P'rench said the announced 
itinerary was along the 118th P a ra ­ 
llel. “ that is, 140 kikimeters (87 
miles) north of Algeria” and “ re­ 
spected scrupulously the rules of 
air flight instituted by the French 
government in its zone of respon­ 
sibility .”

WASHINGTON (AP» —Robert C. 
Weaver has won Senate confirma­ 
tion 
as 
the 
government’s 
top 
housing 
administrator, 
but 
he 
faces two serious problems as he 
takes over this key post. 
The Senate cleared the nomina­ 
tion Thursday night by voice vote 
after five hours of argument, put­ 
ting Weaver in the highest posi­ 
tion ever held by a Negro in the 
federal ex ecutive branch. 
Sta y ed La te to Vo te 
The vote had not been ex pect­ 
ed to come for about 10 da y s ,; 
but the Senate stay ed in session 
late 
to 
approve 
Weaver 
under 
pressure from President Kennedy . 
The New Yorker is ex pected to 
take the oath promptly so that he 
can assume command of the hous­ 
ing and homo finance agency nex t 
week. This agency is dow n for 
almost a billion dollars in now 
funds in the budget now before 
Congress. 
Weaver. 53, has been vice chair­ 
man of the New York City Hous­ 
ing and Redevelopment Board.

One of the 
problems pressing 
hardest on Weaver arises from 
the current economic slump. 
New housing 
starts are down 
sharply , y et the Kennedy admin­ 
istration is looking to a construc­ 
tion industry pickup as an essen­ 
tial element in its recovery pro­ 
gram. 
This was one reason the Pres­ 
ident urged speedy Senate 
con­ 
firmation. 
Weaver told the Senate Bank­ 
ing Gzmmittee earlier this week 
that the average annual new start 
rate of about 1.2 million housing

President Kennedy and the three

“ This is indeed a project to stir 
our pride,” said Rockefeller, who 
threw a sy mbolic switch, sending 
power from the first of 25 mighty 
generators of the Niagara project, 
coursing 
into 
homes and 
indus­ 
tries. 
The voices of the President and 
the three former chief ex ecutives 
came through by recording at the 
dedication ceremonies in Niagara 
University ’s Student Center. 
Sig nifies Pro spero us Fra 
“This great power project signi­ 
fie s 'a new' and more prosperous 
era for the Niagara frontier,” said 
President 
Kennedy , 
“ and 
is 
an 
ex ample to the world of North 
American efficiency and determ i­ 


nation. I congratulate y ou all." 
The voices of former presidents 
Eisenhower, Trum an and Hoover 
paid similar tribute to the 10.000 
engineers 
and

brought the huge project to first 
power in less than three y ears. 
Ultimately , the ljuge, two-place 
complex will have a rated-capaci- 
ty of a whopping 2,19 0,000 kilo­ 
watts.

ALBANY. N Y. (AP)—A Demo­ 
cratic proposal to provide state 
help for students at private col­ 
leges is in sharp contrast with 
Gov.

and amounts of Regents' scholar­ 
ships. 
Rockefeller, a Republican, pro­ 
poses that the state grant $200 a 
y ear to New York residents en­ 
rolled in private colleges within 
the state. 
Meanwhile, 
legislative commti- 
tees had before them a measure 
to limit the amount of dam ages a 
person could collect for libel or 
slander if a retraction had been 
printed or broadcast.

Democratic 
education-aid 


plan was introduced by the Legis­ 
lature’s 
minority 
leaders. 
Sen. 
Joseph 
Zaretzki 
and 
Assembly ­ 
man Anthony J. Travia. 
They 
proposed 
that 
Regents’ 
scholarships be awarded to .70 per 
cent of the total number of high- 
school graduates each y ear. Only 
5 per cent of the graduates now 
receive the scholarships.

with his front and back paws, 
like an acrobat and sliding down 
that wire for the bird food. No 
one can prove that animals can 
think, nor can anyone prove that 
they cannot chink. I have a l­ 
ways been of the opinion that 
animals can think, and change 
their mind just like human be­ 
ings do.

THE WEALTH OF CROESUS 
L et’s start with Croesus as we discuss today ’s gold crisis. 
He was King ol Ly dia in Asia Minor five h undred y ears B.C. 
He was th e first to make gold and silv er coins. 
Th ese metals 
h ad been used as money long before, but as nuggets wh ose v alue 
dep ended on th eir weigh t and p urity . 
Th e words p ound (ster­ 
ling*, lira and*ruble were all, originally , terms 
of actual weigh t, like our ounce or ton. 
In th ose old day s, h owev er, few h ad scales to 
weigh nuggets, or know h ow to tell p ure gold or 
silv er from alloy . Croesus did a great serv ice for 
all mankind by making gold nuggets into coins, 
with h is name or seal stamp ed th ereon as a cer­ 
tificate ol v alue and h onor, up on wh ich ev ery ­ 
one could rely . 
Croesus is dead and th ousands of oth er kings 
and rulers. Th eir bones are dust and th eir civil­ 
izations noth ing but a p age of h istory . 
All gone, but if one of Croesus’ gold coins 
came into y our h ands, y ou could buy groceries 
p. Hutto n 
with it any wh ere in th e world. 
Th e coin would h av e scarcity 
or antique v alue, ol course, but regardless of th at, it h as nev er 
lost v alue as so much weigh t of gold. 
But since Croesus, ev ery ruler and gov ernment, emp ire and 
rep ublic, with out ex cep tion, h as dev alued and ch eap ened its unit 
of monetary v alue.

'I he winter range just won’t support our herd. The warnings made 
years ago by Conservation Department biologists In support of a 
doe season, have come true. Unfortunately, area nimrnds didn’t 
immediately heed the advice. 


The feeding of deer is certainly the hum anitarian thing to do. 
j In stead of supplying the herd with hay, which is valueless, alfalfa 
and apples, the Conservation D epartm ent su gge sts that softw ood 
j saplings he cut pait way through and then pushed over. This not 
only will provide deer with their accustom ed food this winter, hut 
will cause sprout growth to form and will have value for future 
! winters. The 
“Forever Wild ’ provisions of the F'orest

would save the line $1.2 million 
annually. 
Also testifying at a hearing be­ 
fore the legislature's finance com­

the 
New Haven’s president. He said 
his financially stricken line faced 
bankruptcy unless aid were forth­ 
coming. 
He asked the committee to can­ 
cel $394,000 in 1959 taxes the rail­ 
road 
owes 
to 
the 
state 
and 
to move quickly on other tax re­ 
lief measures. 
Alport's appearance came a day 
after the New Haven had asked 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Com­ 
mission to guarantee a $5 million 
loan to meet the railroad payroll 
next Wednesday.
